MAYOR’S MESSAGE — 1949 


During the past year our over-all public 
works program made much progress toward 
meeting the daily requirements of this 
growing community and improving the 
capital structures necessary to promote the 
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advancement of this public service in keep- 
ing with the public need and our commun- 
ity well-being. 


Results of our previous years long range 
planning program are beginning to take 
form. Some sizeable projects will be com- 
pleted this year. Final plans on the mem- 
orial auditorium and civic center will be 
completed within the next few months and 
fina] plans for other proposed projects have 
been completed. 


The Water and Light Department experi- 
enced its largest yearly production of elec- 
tric power and water this past year. The 
building at the Ottawa Street power plant 
was completed, and one additional electric 
generating machine is_ being installed. 
Nearly 20 miles of boulevard lighting was 
installed which makes a total of 171 miles 
of boulevard lighting in the city. The new 


ten million gallon reservoir. was completed. 


and work is well underway on an addition 
to the water softening plant. 


The Police : and Fire. Departments made 
some. addition, to personnel and equipment, 
started work 6n the Central Fire Station 
and are now in the process of finishing a 
much needed addition to the telegraph 
building, 


Our Public Service Department completed 
four miles of new black-top roads, ten miles 


of curb and gutters, one and one-half miles - 


of resurfacing and one-half mile of street 
widening. The larger portion of the Wyman 
Creek sewer was completed. In co-operation 
with the Michigan State Highway Depart- 
ment, work has been started on Main Street 
Bridge. — 


The Park Department made substantial 
gain in improvements. The Municipal Bail 
Park was enlarged, fenced, and new light- 
ing was installed. ‘The: building at Stabler 
Park was completed. This fine building was 
made possible through the generosity of 
Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Stabler. A new play- 
ground building was completed at Foster 
Park. A much needed service building at 
Oak Park is now in the process of being 
completed. Hunter Park was enlarged. 
At the new park on West St.: Joseph drain- 
age work has been completed and one ball 
field made ready for use. The Department 
extended to the people its largest recrea- 
tional program. More than three quarter 
million people participated in these pro- 
grams. 


Of significant importance to our com- 
munity and State was the leasing of the 
former Barnes Property to the State of 
Michigan for a Governor’s residence. 


One off-street parking lot was vom- 
pleted and one other purchased, 


We have funds on hand to provide for 
the completion of the Central Fire Station, 
the park building at Oak Park, the final 
section of the Wyman Creek sewer and 
additional funds allocated as follows: 


Building Fund $400,000.00 ; 
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Auditorium Land Purchase $100,100.60; 


Bridge & Grade Separation—Main and 
Cedar $550,000.00 ; 


Off-street parking $116,000.00; 
Sewage disposal $96,000.00; 
Parks $135,000.00 ; 
Un-allocated $676,000.00. 


In addition to these funds the Water and 
Light Board have one and one-half million 
dollars placed to our credit. This is in 
addition to the regular yearly grant cover- 
ing services furnished by this Department 
amounting to approximately one-fourth 
million per year. 


I suggest this Council give consideration 
to the following projects during the coming 


year: 


1. Finish the remaining section of the 
Wyman Creek sewer on the West.side 
of the City. 


‘2. Complete the East’ side relief sewer in 
the East and Northeast section: of the 
City. 


3. Assist in the completion of the East 
Main and Cedar Street Bridge and 
grade separation. 


4. Purchase at least one additional off- 
street parking lot and complete the 
work on the North Capitol Avenue lot. 


5. Start work on the first section of the 
disposal plant addition and institute the 
legislation necessary for operation on 
a utility basis, 


6. Complete the flood control program 
- which has been arranged with Lansing 
.. Township. 


7 Complete the land purchase on the 
Memorial Auditorium Site and allocate 
funds to this project. 


8. Finish the widening of South Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. 


9, Widen South Washington Avenue from 
’Main Street south to the bridge; and 
resurface this street from the Grand 
Trunk Railway to Mt. Hope Ave. Ac- 
quire right-of-way on S. side of Mt. Hope 
Ave., Washington to Cedar Street. 
Also widen Mt. Hope Avenue from 
Washington Ave. to Cedar Street. 


10. Lend added assistance to the park 
and playground program and the future 
needs of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. 


For the year 1948 our budget contained 
$1, 350,000.00 for capital improvement. Our 
tax rate being $15.72 per $1,000.00 assessed 
valuation on the basis of reasonable assess- 
ments, good public service is being rendered 
to the home owners without excessive cost, 
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and our capital structures are being im- 
proved. 


I want to thank the Council members for 
their good support and co-operation during 
the past year, and I also wish to thank 
those who have given much of their time 
and effort working on the several City 
Boards and Commissions. 


To those retiring aldermen, I extend to 
you my appreciation for the privilege of 
receiving the benefit of your good counsel 
and fellowship. 

To the new Council I extend my full 
support and cooperation in meeting the 
problems of civic endeavor during the com- 
ing year.

Last September, the Traffic Commission 
received a request from’ the Oldsmobile 
Division of the General Motors Corpora- 
tion for the erection of a traffic signal 
at Olds Avenue and Division Street. This 
request was investigated by the Traffic 
Engineer and a report sent back to the 
Traffic Commission to the effect that the 
difficulty occurring at this intersection 
was caused, mainly, by the employees 
leaving the Olds plant and that any traffic 
control installed at this intersection should 
be done so at the expense of the corpora- 
tion. This procedure had been followed 
out at several other locations involving 
heavy pedestrian movement at certain 
hours of the day in the industrial areas. 


We are now in receipt of an order from 
the Olds Division that they are agreeable 
to the erection of the signal on the basis 
above stated and I am recommending that 
the City Council concur in the Traffic 
Commission’s request for the installation 
of this signal.

Gentlemen: 


In February of 1948, the City Council 
authorized the Mayor and City Clerk to 
sign an agreement with the Michigan State 
Highway Department for the installation 
and operation of a traffic signal at the 
intersection of M-78 (Saginaw Street) and 
Foster Avenue. One of the provisions of 
this agreement was to the effect that the 
signal would operate only during certain 
periods of the day and the remainder of 
the day it would operate as a flasher. 


Sometime. ago, at the suggestion of 
Alderman- Helms, this signal was placed 
into “stop. and go’”’ operation between the 
hours of 6:00 A.M. and 10:00 P.M. and 
in accordance with the terms of the signed 
agreement with the Highway Department, 
I advised them. of the change being made. 


I wish to quote, verbatim, from a let- 
ter received from Mr. J. Carl McMonagle 
who is the director of the Planning and 
Traffic Division of the Michigan State 
Highway Department covering their re- 
action to the above change in operation: 


‘In your letter of January 10, 1949, you 
mention that the traffic signal located at 
the intersection of M-78 (East Saginaw 
Street) and Foster Avenue in the City of 
Lansing. was changed to a continuous “‘stop 
and go’ operation between the hours of 
6:00 A.M. and 10:00 P.M. due to poor 


vehicle driver obedience when it was oper- — 


ated during. school hours only. 


“This would be the first time in our 
experience that driver obedience would be 
improved by extending the hours of opera- 
tion of a traffic signal into periods when 
vehicle and pedestrian volumes are far 
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below the minimum requiring. such type 
of operation. This procedure is contrary 
to the national standards which advocate 
the placing of the signal on flasher opera- 
tion during periods when vehicle and 
pedestrian -volumes no longer require a 
“stop and go”’ signal. 


“We have also received -some com- 
plaints from motorists traveling on this 
section of highway who cannot reconcile 
the operation of a traffic signal during 
periods when side street interference is 
noticeably lacking. Since we owe an obli- 
gation to those motorists traveling on our 
highways which consists in giving them 
facility to travel until such a time safety 
dictates otherwise, we feel that it is 
necessary to order this traffic signal back 
to operation previously agreed upon by 
both the City and State. 


“The disobedience to the traffic signal 
immediately after its installation may have 
been caused by its unexpected presence to 
motorists accustomed to driving this high- 
way. Obedience in such cases always im- 
proves after the signal has been installed 
for a period of time. 


“Until such time in the future when 
traffic conditions may alter to the point 
where a longer period of “stop and go’’ 
operation is required, this signal should 
operate in accordance with the schedule 
originally agreed to by the City of Lan- 
sing and the State Highway Department.

On the 24th day of September one of my 
automobile assureds, Milton Villiard, chief 
photographer for Abrams Aerial Survey 
Corporation, was proceeding north on Larch 
St. at the crossing of the Pere Marquette 


railroad. A truck and trailer belonging to © 


the Engineering Department of the City of 
Lansing, and driven by John Schultz, was 
going south on Larch. The trailer, which 
was not properly attached by guard chains, 
came loose from the truck and rolled across 
the street in front of the Villiard car, the 
tongue going under Villiard’s front axle 
and raising the front of his car off the 
pavement. The impact did about $75.00 
worth of damage to the Villiard car, divided 
approximately $40.00 in parts and $35.00 
in labor. The driver of the City of Lansing 
vehicle, of course, admitted liability. 


Mr: Villiard purchased necessary repair 
parts through the account of the Abrams 
Instrument Co., thereby getting about 40% 
reduction so that the final cost of repairs 
was approximately $59.00. Mr. Villiard 
has $25.00 deductible collision. The Auto 
Owners insure the City of Lansing vehicles 
and on being presented with the claim, they 
offered to pay the $25.00 deductible and 
then wished to require Mr. Villiard to col-

lect the balance from his own insurance 
company. This is’ a sort of a ridiculous 
nickel and dime situation which the Lan- 
sing Association of Insurance Agents is 
attempting to get away from, so inasmuch 
as we could get no satisfaction from the 
Auto Owners, I took the matter up with 
Mr. Glen Manz. My thought was that the 
City of Lansing pays a premium for Prop- 
erty Damage liability and if one of their 
vehicles was 100% negligible they would 
like to have their insurance company pay 
their just claims. Mr. Manz agreed 100% 
with this and was very interested in know- 
ing of the peculiar tactics which the Auto 
Owners was using. He stated to me that 
he would call them and tell them he wanted 
the claim paid. The following day he called 
me back to say that they still refused to 
handle it on any other basis than first out- 
lined, and added that as far as he was 
concerned, he would be agreeable to having 
Mr. Villiard sue the City of Lansing and 
run a test case on it. Mr. Villiard is agree- 
able to this procedure, but my thought was 
that, with your insurance: background, you 
might have some suggestion before we 
commence proceedings.

On February 22, 1949, there were 123 
violation tickets issued for parking meter 
violations. By afternoon of that date, we 
had received so many complaints on the 
issuing of these tickets that I instructed 
my personnel to withhold acceptance. of 
payment of these tickets until such time 
as a decision, relative to their disposal, 
could be made. 


The misunderstanding on the above 
tickets seems to be between the wording 
given in the Traffic Ordinance and the 
instructions given on the parking meter 
instruction plates. The parking meter ordi- 
mance specifically lists the holidays on 
which the parking limits are not applicable 
and, of course, Washington’s Birthday is 
one of the holidays not so listed. It is 
My opinion that in order to correct this 
confusion, the Traffic Ordinance should be 
amended so that this ‘difficulty will not 
occur again and the matter will be brought 
to the attention of the Traffic Commission 
at their March meeting. In the meantime, 
however, we are holding up collection of 
the unpaid tickets. Incidentally, only thir-

ORDINANCES _ 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Commitee on Sewers, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance establishing rates and 
charges for the use of the sewage and 
garbage disposal system of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, providing for the fixing. 
collection, segregation and disposition of 
the revenues of the sewage and garbage 
disposal plant and sewer system of said 
City for the purpose of paying the cost of 
its expansion, operation and maintenance, 
providing an adequate depreciation and 
improvement reserve. fund -therefor and 


providing for the payment of the principal. 
and interest on the City of Lansing sewage 


and garbage disposal bonds issued by said 
City for the enlargement and improvement 
of said system, and authorizing the creation 
of a lien for non-payment of such rates 


and charges or the diseontinuance of ‘such: 


service. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That rates and charges for 
the use of the disposal. system of the City 
of Lansing be and are -hereby established. 
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SieHi charges’ and. rates ‘shall: be made — 


against each lot, parcel of land or ‘premises 
which may have any sewer connection with 
the sewer system of the City of Lansing 
or which may otherwise discharge séwage 
or industrial waste, either directly or: in- 
directly, into said system:or any part there- 
of. Such charges shall be based upon the 
quantity, of water used thereon or: therein. 


‘Section 2. The constenetion” a toiaontanias 
repair, operation and control of said system 
shall be under the immediate supervision 
and control of the Director of Public Serv- 
ice, subject’ to the order, rules and regula- 
tions of the City Council of the City of 
Lansing. ; 


‘Section 3. “The el aig and: ah inde for 
services furnished by said system shall be 
levied upon each lot or parcel of land, 
building or premises, having any sewer 
connection with said system, on the basis 
of the quantity of water used thereon or 
therein as the same is measured by meters 
therein used: or in the absence thereof, by 
such equitable method as shall be deter- 
mined by the Director of Public Service 
with the. approval ‘of the City Council, and 
shall be collected at the same time, and in 
the same manner as provided for the pay- 
ment of charges for water used, except in 
cases where the character of the sewage 
from a manufacturing or industrial plant, 
building or premises is such that an un- 
reasonable additional burden is placed upon 
the system, greater than that imposed by 
the average sewage delivered to the system 
plant, the additional cost of treatment 
created thereby shall be an additional charge 
over the regular rates hereinafter set forth ; 
or-said City may, if it deems it advisable, 
compel such manufacturing or industrial 
plant, building or premises to treat such 
sewage in such manner as shall be speci- 
fied by said City before discharging such 
sewage into the sewage disposal ‘system. 
Rates for all users obtaining all or part 
of. their water supply from sources other 
than the City’s. water system, ‘shall - be 
determined by gauging or metering the 
actual sewage entering the system,’in’ ‘a 
manner acceptable to the City Council. °' 


* The City Council’ may classify the users 
of the system according to the quantity of 
water used and charge such rates to Yep 
in each class as it may deem ah gc 04 ee 


The rate of charge for use:of the spabea 
shall be 60% of the water bills. .Any dis- 
count ‘provisions which may be. applied to 
water bills for prompt payment shall also 
apply to bills for use of the system. 


Charges. shall constitute a .lien on the 
property served ‘by. any connection with the 
system and if not paid within ninety days 
may be collected in. the same manner as 
general ‘city taxes. 


Sewneec disposal charges fei residentiah 
users shall be based on the amount of water 
consumed ‘or ‘used: during winter ‘months. 
Bills .for-use of the system falling ‘due on: 
July 15th, August 15th, September 15th; 
October 15th, November 15th, or December 
15th shall be for the same amount as bills: 
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rendered on January 15th, February 15th, 
March 15th, April 15th, May 15th or June 
15th, respectively. 


Any user or users of sewers or sewer” 
service located outside of the corporate 
limits of the City of Lansing who have 
connection with the Sewage Disposal Sys- 
tem of the City of Lansing, shall pay for 
such servi¢e such additional rate to that 
charged to users within the corporate limits 
as the City Council may from time to time 
determine by contract or otherwise. 


Section 4. The rates hereby fixed are 
estimated to be sufficient to provide for 
the payment of any or all indebtedness, to 
provide for the expenses of administration 
and operation and such expenses of main- 
tenance of said system as are necessary to 
preserve the same in good repair and work- 
ing order, to build up a reasonable reserve 
for depreciation thereof, and to build up 
a reserve for reasonable and proper im- 
provements, betterments and _ extensions 
thereto other than those necessary to main- 
tain the same in good repair and working 
order. Such_rates shall be fixed and revised 
from’ time to time as may be necessary to 
produce these amounts. 

er 

Section 5. The City Council may make 
such rules and regulations governing the 
operation of said system and the collection 
of the service charges as it shall deem 
necessary. The Director of Public Service 
of the City of Lansing may make such 
further by-laws, not inconsistent with the 
rules and regulations of the City Council; 
as he may deem necessary for the manage- 
ment and protection of the system. Such 
rules, regulations and by-laws shall have 
the same force and effect as ordinances. 


Section 6. The said system shall be oper- 
ated on the basis of a fiscal year commenc- 
ing on May 1, and ending on April 390. 


Section 7. The gross revenues of the said 
Sewage and Garbage Disposal Plant and 
Sewer System are hereby pledged and 
ordered to be set aside and distributed into 
separate funds as follows: 


(a) Operation and Maintenance Fund: 
There shal] be first set aside out of the 
gross revenues, amounts sufficient for the 
payment of the current reasonable and 
necessary expenses for the operation, admin- 
istration and maintenance of the plant and 
system, the cost incident to the collection 
of rates and charges herein fixed together 
with insurance. 


(b) Bond and Interest Redemption Fund: 
There shall be next established and main- 
tained a Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund hereinafter called the “Bond Fund’’ 
which shall be used solefy and only for 
the purpose of paying the principal of and 
interest upon bonds that may be issued 
and outstanding. 


All amounts in excess of the annual 
principal and interest requirements shall be 
held in the Bond Fund as reserve for 
deficiencies and used solely in acordance 
with the provisions hereof; Provided, how- 


. 
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ever, that no further payments need be 
made into said Bond Fund after enough 
of the bonds have been retired so that the 
amount then held in said Bond Fund (in- 
cluding such reserve for deficiencies) is 
equal to the entire amount of the interest 
and principal that will be payable at the 
time of the maturity of all the bonds then 
remaining outstanding. If in any fiscal 
year the City shall fail to pay into the 
Bond Fund the full amount hereinabove 
stipulated, then an amount equivalent to 
such deficiency shall be set apart and paid 
into the Bond Fund from the first avail- 
able revenues of the following fiscal year 
or years. 


(c) Depreciation Fund. Out of the re- 
maining gross revenues there shall be set 
aside sums sufficient to build up a reserve 
for reasonable and proper improvements, 
betterments and extensions to the exist- 
ing system. 


(d) Surplus. Any surplus accumulated 
in the Operation and Maintenance Fund 
which may be in excess of the cost of 
operation and maintaining the system dur- 
ing the remainder of the then present and 
next ensuing fiscal year may be transferred 
to the Bond Fund if so determined by the 
Council. Any moneys in excess of the 
amount necessary for reasonable and proper 
betterments to the system during the then 
present and next ensuing fiscal year, may 
be transferred to the Bond Fund or used 
to purchase outstanding Bonds, and if used 
to purchase in the open market outstand- 
ing bonds not yet due, such bonds shall be 
purchased at not more than the fair market 
value thereof as determined by the Council 
and shall thereupon be cancelled. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall be effect- 
ive on and after May 1, 1949.

Re: City owned house at 221 S. Chestnut 
Street. 
Last week I inspected this dwelling 
accompanied by E. Kopitz, City Fire 
Marshal. 


We find this building to have completely 
outlived its usefulness. The supporting 
beam in the basement has been notched, 
sags badly, and is rotting to the extent 
that the center of the building has settled 
and all floors slant inward. In some places 
the floors are pulling away from the out- 
side walls. The floor joists are undersized 
(2x 6’s) and all sag in the center. 


The building could be made perfectly 
safe, but it would mean practically rebuild- 
ing it. 


Due to the dilapidated condition, and the 
possibility of at least partial collapse, the 
Fire Marshal considers it a distinct Fire 
hazard. 


Therefore, I recommend that the building 
be either wrecked, vacated, or at the very 
least the second and third floors be vacated 
and all movable material removed. The 
first floor could then be occupied for a 
short time with a reasonable degree of 
safety.

plant, the additional cost of treatment 
created thereby shall be an _ additional 
charge over the regular rates hereinafter 
set forth; or said City may, if it deems it 
advisable, compel such manufacturing or 
industrial plant, building or premises to 
treat such sewage in such manner as shall 
be specified by said City before discharging 
such sewage into the sewage disposal sys- 
tem. Rates for all users obtaining all or 
part of their water supply from sources 
other than the City’s water system shall be 
determined by gauging or metering the 
actual sewage entering the system or by 
metering the water used by them, in a 
manner acceptable to the City Council. 


The City Council may classify the users 
of the system according to the quantity of 
water used and charge such rates to users 
in each class as it may deem reasonable. 


The rate of charge for use of the system 
shall be 50 percent of the net water bills 
if paid before due date and 50 percent of 
the gross water bill if paid after due date. 


The rates herein fixed are based on the 
amount of water used for which bills are 
submitted after May 31, 1949. 


Upon all bills received by resident users 
during the months of September, October, 
and November for water prior to September 
Ist of each year shall be subject to a dis- 
count of 20 percent. 
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The Board of Water and Electric Light 
Commission is hereby designated as the 
billing and collecting agent for the City of 
Lansing for the purposes of this ordinance 
and is to be reimbursed from the funds 
collected for the expense of such billing 
and collecting. 


The charges shall constitute a lien on the 
property served by any connection with the 
system and if not paid within ninety days 
may be collected in the same manner as 
general City taxes. 


Any user or users of sewers or sewer 
service located outside of the corporate 
limits of the City of Lansing who have 
connection with the Sewage Disposal Sys- 
tem of the City of Lansing, shall pay. for 
such service such additional rate to that 
charged to users within the corporate limits 
as the City Council may from time to time 
determine by contract or otherwise.

We submit the budget for the fiscal year 
beginning May 1, 1949 and ending April 
30, 1950. Total appropriations amount to 
$4,569,836.91 and from this total is deducted 
$2,225,072.72 of estimated revenues from 
sources other than the general property 
tax, leaving a net total to be raised by 
taxation of $2,344,764.19. This is an in- 


' crease in the tax levy of only $2,261.53 


over last year in spite of the fact that the 
$500,000.00 repayment from the Water and 
Light Board previously anticipated as a 
revenue item in this budget will not be 
received this year. This budget includes 
appropriations for public improvements 
of approximately $1,000,000.00 including 
$76,500.00 for Airport Improvements. The 
Cost of Living Bonus of $240.00 is included 
in the salary or wages of each employee 
under. the same rule as last year which 
provides for an automatic decrease of 
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$120.00 per year when the B.L.S. Cost of 
Living Index drops to 157.5 and a further 
automatic decrease of $120.00 per year when 
the index drops to 147.5.

such equitable method as shall be deter- 
mined by the Director of Public Service 
with the approval of the City Council, and 
shall be collected at the same time, and in 
the same manner as provided for the pay- 
ment of charges for water used, except in 
cases where the character of the sewage 
from a manufacturing or industrial plant, 
building or premises is such that unreason- 
able additional burden is placed upon the 
system, greater than that imposed by the 
average sewage delivered to the system 
plant, the additional cost of treatment 
created thereby shall be an _ additional 
charge over the regular rates hereinafter 
set forth; or said City may, if it deems it 
advisable, compel such manufacturing or 
industrial plant, building or premises, to 
treat such sewage in such manner as shall 
be specified by said City before discharging 
such sewage into the sewage disposal sys- 
tem. Rates for all users obtaining all or 
part of their water supply from sources 
other than the City’s water system shall be 
determined by gauging or metering the

The Board of Water and Electric Light 
Commission is hereby designated as the 
billing and collecting agent for the City 
of Lansing for the purposes of this ordin- 
ance and is to be reimbursed from the 
funds collected for the expense of such 
billing and collecting.

We are remitting herewith $324,000 on 
the commitment made August 5, 1946. 


This money is really needed for replace- 
ments and improvements for the water, 
steam heating and electric properties. Some 
items, consequently, must be deferred which 
we feel will involve some risk of serious 
interruption of our service to the public. 
It may be necessary in the next two years 
for the Board of Water and Electrit Light 
Commissioners to come to your honorable 
Body for financial assistance. 


Boilers at the water pumping station are 
more than thirty years old and may reach 
the end of their useful life soon. 


A leaky flume that brings water from 
above the dam at Moores Park Station to 
the condensers cannot be repaired unless 
the station is closed down or a duplicate 
flume is built. 


Some electric switching equipment needs 
replacement. 


Additional wells are needed to assure 
adequate water supply. 


Unless you are prepared to finance the 
installation of boulevard street lights on 
streets recently curbed and black topped, 
the people should be advised that new boule- 
vard lights cannot be installed until more 
urgent needs have been taken care of. 


The Board has contract commitments for 
the completion of Ottawa Street Station, 
the Addition to the Water Conditioning 
plant, the Magnolia Street Electric Sub- 
station, water and electric distribution 
facilities requiring payments of seven 
million dollars, before the end of 1951.

Total appropriations amount to 
$4,569,836.91 and from this total is deducted 
$2,225,072.72 of estimated revenues from 
sources other than the general property 
tax, leaving a net total to be raised by 
taxation of $2,344,764.19. This is an in- 
crease in the tax levy of only $2,261.53 
over last year in spite of the fact that the 
$500,000.00 repayment from the Water and 
Light Board previously anticipated as a 
revenue item in this budget will not be 
received this year. This budget includes 
appropriations for public improvements 
of approximately $1,000,000.00 including 
$76,500.00 for Airport Improvements. The 
Cost of Living Bonus of $240.00 is included 
in the salary or wages of each employee 
under the same rule as last year which 
provides for an automatic decrease of 
$120.00 per year when the B.L.S. Cost of 
Living Index drops to 157.5 and a further 
automatic decrease of $120.00 per year when 
the index drops to 147.5.

Section 1. That Section 5 of the Ordi- 
nance entitled, ““An Ordinance relative to 
the owning and keeping of dogs and regu- 
lating the running at large of such dogs, 
providing for the killing of dogs and 
penalties for violation hereof,’ is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to own, keep 
or have charge of any dog, either licensed 
or unlicensed, that by the destruction of 
property or trespassing on others property 
becomes a nuisance; provided, however, it 
shall be unlawful for the owner of any 
dog to allow said dog to run at large dur- 
ing the months of May, June, July and 
August of each year.

the administration of said regulations and 
to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
the provsions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 8 of the ordinance 
entitled, “An Ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts, and other 
open spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of 
families which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered, and “or said 
purposes to divide the city into districts 
and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, repair or use of build- 
ings, structures and land, to provide for 
the administration of said. regulations and 
to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 138th, 1927 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith,” is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


SECTION 3 
USE REGULATIONS 


A’? One-Family District 


In the “‘A’’? One-Family District no build- 
ing or land shall be used and no building 
shall be -hereafter erected, converted or 
structurally altered, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance, except for one or 
more of the following uses: 


(1) One-Family dwellings. 
(2) Public parks and playgrounds. 


(3) Public schools, elementary and high, 
and other educational institutions with 
curriculum equivalent to a public 
elementary school or public high 
school. 


(4) Golf courses, except miniature course, 
operated for commercial purposes. 
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(5) Nurseries and truck gardening, but not 
the raising of poultry, pets or live- 
stock, for strictly commercial purposes 
or on a scale that would be objection- 
able because of noise or odor to sur- 
rounding residences. 


(6) Accessory buildings, including one pri- 
vate garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the front lot line, or a private 
garage constructed as a part of the 
main building or connected thereto by 
a covered breézeway. All such garages 
or subordifate structures shall be 
erected and maintained only as acces- 
sories to the dwelling situated on the 
same lot or grounds, and shall not 
involve the conduct of a business. 


(7) Temporary buildings for uses incidental 
to construction work, which buildings 
shall be removed upon the completion 
or abandonment of the construction 
work. 


(8) Home occupations, AS DEFINED 
HEREIN, and accessory buildings and 
uses customarily incident to the above 
uses including a private garage. Any 
accessory building that is not a part 
of the main structure shall be located 
not less than sixty (60) feet from the 
front lot line. 


Bulletin Boards and signs, provided, 
however, that no bulletin board nor 
sign exceeding ten (10) square feet in 
area appertaining to the lease, hire, 
or sale of a building or premises nor 
advertising sign of any other character 
shall be permitted in any ‘‘A’”’ One- 
Family District.

In any “A” One-Family District, no 
show, meeting, entertainment, exhibition, 
or religious service of any kind, shall be 
held under canvas or in the open air 
unless there is first filed with the Building 
Commissioner the written consent of the 
owners of sixty (60) per cent of all resi- 
dential property within a radius of four 
hundred feet from the place of such meet-~ 
ing.

CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
hourly and weekly city employees who are 
not under the jurisdiction of a Board: 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
or their representative shall have the right 
and privilege of appearing before the De- 
partment Head, the Labor Relations Com- 
mittee of the City Council or the City 
Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally report 
said grievance to the Foreman and if after 
a reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled. satisfactorily 
to him, he may go directly ta the Depart- 
ment Head, and if, after a reasonable time 
the employee feels that the Department 
Head has ignored his grievance or the same 
has not been settled satisfactorily to him, 
he may go directly to the Labor Relations 
Committee of the City Council, and if after 
a reasonable length of time the employee 
feels that the Labor Relations Committee 
of the City Council has ignored his griev- 
ance or the same has not been settled satis- 
factorily to him, he may go the City Coun- 
cil as a_ whole. 


8. HOURS: Forty hours shall constitute 
a work week and eight hours a work day 
for which the regular hourly rate shall be 
paid and time and one-half thereafter shall 
be paid to hourly employees. All employees 
who work four or more hours between 
7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. shall receive 5 
cents per hour premium for each hour up 
to eight (8) hours worked in that shift. 
The premium of 5 cents per hour is to be 
added to the total wages and does not 
increase the pay: rate and is not construed 
to apply to an overtime rate. All hourly 
and weekly employees shall be paid on the 
basis of an 8 hour day for the following 
legal holidays: New Years Day, Decoration 


Day, July 4th, Labor Day, Armistice Day, | 


Thanksgiving and Christmas and any other 
legal holiday that the City Hall Employees 
observe. If an employee is required to 
work by his supervisor on a holiday he 
shall be paid at the rate of double time 
for such hours and double time shall be paid 
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for all Sundays that the employee works, 
(except when Sunday is part of the em- 
ployee’s regular work week) providing the 
employee has not lost time during the pay 
week thru no fault of his own. (Pay Week 
is Thursday-Wednesday, Incl.) In no event 
shall an employee be paid more than double 
time. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con-: 


tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who are inducted into the Armed Forces 
of the United States shall be given a leave 
of absence from their positions, and upon 
their Honorable Discharge and if physically 
fit to perform the duties of the position 
which they held upon entering the service, 
shall be reinstated to such position or one 
comparable to it without loss of seniority 
rights, provided, that application be made 
within 90 days after such discharge. 


(b) That any regular employee who ob- 
tains a written leave of absence from his 
department head with City Council approval 
shall retain his seniority on his return to 
city employment, provided the employee has 
not accepted employment elsewhere during 
said leave of absence. Said leave of absence 
not to exceed 30 days. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during the time off, not to exceed 
two years, shall be considered in continu- 
ous service of the City. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the City shall immediately 
forfeit all seniority rights. Any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the City and who is not re-employed- by 
the City within one year, shall forfeit all 
accumulated seniority. 


(f) Employees shall have the preference 
of jobs when qualified in order of seniority, 
qualifications to be determined by the fore- 
man and department head. 


(z) A seniority register by departments 
shall be kept up to date and posted on the 
bulletin boards of the respective depart- 
ments by the department heads. 


(h) Any person who is laid off shall be 
placed at the top of. the hiring list, if 
physically fit, and shall have the same 
seniority he had priori to being laid off. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 
ment shall provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person requested 
to report for work with no work available, 
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shall receive a minimum of two hours of 
‘hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7. SICK LEAVES: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave; em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5B weeks @ $20.00 per week after, first 
week per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for period 
not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave for 
current year. Maximum in any case not 
to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability until employee has 
been disabled for 21 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shall start from 
first day of disability, except Garbage 
employees only shall be paid at the same 
rate allowed by tha Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act from the time of injury until 
released by the Doctor. 


No sick leave pay to be granted in 
compensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. WAGES AND HOURS: AIl questions 
concerning wages and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
whose duty it is to discuss such matters 
with the Salary and Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the City Council and it shall be 
the duty of the Salary and Ways and 
Means Committee to bring the question 
before the City Council as a whole for 
final disposition. 


A hearing date shall be established so 
that employees’ committees may meet with 
the Labor Relations Committee of the 
Council to discuss wages and hours for 
the fiscal year. Such hearitg date shall 
be on or before the 2nd Thursday of Jan- 
uary of each calendar year, said Labor 
Relations Committee of the Council shall 
also meet with the Employees’ Committee 
or their representatives on or about the 
Ist Thursday in April to report results 
accomplished. 


9. VACATIONS: All regular full time 
City employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the follow- 
ing rules: 
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(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years service, inclusive, 
shall be given one week vacation with pay 
annually. Regular hourly rate employees 
with more than 8 years service shall be 
given 2 weeks vacation with pay annually, 
if accrued and earned, which shall be 
predicated upon one day ‘of vacation for 
each 180 hours employed, but not to exceed 
two 40 hour weeks, and they: shall be paid 
during said vacation period on the basis 
of the normal work week for the job or 
class of work on which they are regularly 
employed and at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be 
predicated upon one day of vacation for 
each four and one-third weeks employed, 
but not to exceed two calendar weeks per 
year and they shall be paid on the basis 
of a five day work week at the authorized 
Sie of pay at the time the vacation is 
taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 
tion leave, shall receive one day’s leave for 
each 180 hours worked, the whole not to 
exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee, upon approval of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights to 
his vacation and continue to work,. instead, 
receiving therefor his regular pay in addi- 
tion to his vacation pay. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1949 the accrual of time 
employee shall begin on May 1, 1948. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Department 
Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations, together with any 
amendments, shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board.

be located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible from 
a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

ORDINANCES 


The Committee on Ordinances introduced 
the following Ordinance which was read a 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Sections 1 and 3 
of the ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance 
to regulate and restrict the location of 
trades and industries and the location of 
buildings designed for specified uses, to 
regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide 
the city into districts and within such 
districts to regulate and restrict the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, altera- 
tion, repair or use of buildings, structures 
and land, to provide for the administration 
of said regulations and to prescribe penal- 
ties for the violation of the provisions here- 
of, and to provide for the enforcement 
hereof, and to repeal the Zoning Ordinance 
passed June 13th, 1927 and all amendments 
thereto and all other ordinances or. parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith.’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 1 and 3 of the ordi- 
nance entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate 
and restrict the location of trades and 
industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
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limit the height and bulk of buildings 
hereafter erected or altered, to regulate 
and determine the area of yards, courts 
and other open spaces’ surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide the 
city into districts and within such districts 
to regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair 
or use of buildings, structures and land, 
to provide for the administration of said 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for 
the violation of the provisions hereof, and 
to provide for the enforcement hereof, and 
to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed 
June 13th, 1927 and all amendments there- 
to and all other ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith,’’ are hereby 
amended to read as folows: 


SECTION I 
Definitions 


For the purpose of this ordinance, certain 
terms and words are herewith defined as 
follows: 


Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include 
the plural number, and words in the plural 
number include the singular number; the 
word “building’’ includes the word “‘struc- 
ture’; the word “shall”? is mandatory and 
not directory. (Any word not herein defined 
shall be construed as defined in the Housing 
Code of Michigan, Act 167, Publie Acts of 
1917, and amendments thereto.) 


Accessory Building: A subordinate build- 
ing or portion of main building, the use 
of which is incidental to that of the main 
building. 


Alley: A way which affords only a 
secondary means of access to abutting prop- 
erty. 


Apartment House: See Multiple Dwelling. 


Apartment: a—A one-room apartment is 
herein defined as an apartment containing 
one livable room. 


b—A two or more room apartment is one 
having two or more livable rooms. 


Basement: A story having part but not 
more than one-half (4) its height below 
grade. A basement is counted as a story 
for the purpose of height regulations, if 
subdivided and used for business or dwell- 
ing purposes by others than a janitor em- 
ployed on the premises. 


Boarding House: A building other than 
a hotel, where, for compensation and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, meals, 


or lodgings and meals, are provided for 
three (3) or more persons, but not exceed- 
ing twenty (20) persons. 


Building, Height of: The vertical distance 
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measured from the curb level to the high- 
est point of the roof surface if a flat. roof ; 
to the deck line of mansard roofs; and to 
the mean height level between eaves and 
ridge for gable, hip, and gambel roofs. 
For buildings set back from the street line 
the height of the building may be measured 
from the average elevation of the finished 
grade along the front of the building. 


Building: A structure having a roof sup- 
ported by columns or walls and when 
separated by, a division wall without open- 
ings, each portion of such building shall be 
deemed a separate building, except as pro- 
vided in Section 19. i, 


Cellar: A story having more than one- 
half (44) of its height below the average 
level of the adjoining ground. A cellar 
shall not be counted as a story for pur- 
poses of height measurement. 


Curb Level: The level of the established 
curb in front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where no curb 
has been established the city engineer shall 
establish such curb level or its equivalent 
for the purpose of this ordinance. 


District: Any section of the City of 
Lansing for which the regulations govern- 
ing the use of buildings and premises or 
the height and bulk of buildings or the 
maximum number of families are uniform. 


Dwelling: Any building, or portion 
thereof, which is designed or used exclu- 
sively for residential purposes. 


Dwelling, One-family: A detached build- 
ing designed for or occupied exclusively by 
one family. 


Dwelling, Two-family: A detached or 
semi-detached building designed for or 
occupied exclusively by two families, living 
independently of each other. 


Dwelling, Multiple: A building or portion 
thereof used or designed as a residence for 
three or more families living independently 
of each other, and doing their own cooking 
in said building, including apartments, 
apartment hotels and group houses. 


Family: One or more persons occupying 
a premises and living as a single house- 
keeping unit, as distinguished from a group 
occupying a boarding house, a lodging 
house, or hotel, as herein defined. 


Filling Station: Any building or premises 
used solely or principally for the storing, 
dispensing, sale or offering for sale at 
retail of any automobile fuels or oils. 


Frontage: All property on one side of a 
street or place between two intersecting 
streets or places (crossing or terminating) 
measured along the line of the street or 
place, or if the street or place be dead- 
ended then all of the property abutting 
on one side between an intersecting street 
ve place and the dead-end of the street or 
place. 
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Garage, Private: An accessory building 
designed or used for the storage of not 
more than three (3) motor-driven vehicles 
owned and used by the occupants of the 
building to which it is accessory. 


Garage, Public: Any premises, except 
those described as a private or storage 
garage, used for the storage or care of 
self-propelled vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, re- 
paired or kept for remuneration, hire or 
sale. 


Garage, Storage: A building or portion 
thereof designed or used exclusively for 
term storage by prearrangement of motor- 
driven vehicles, as distinguished from daily 
storage furnished transients, and at which 
motor fuels and oils are not sold, and 
motor-driven vehicles are not equipped, re- 
paired, hired or sold. 


Group Houses: A group of dwellings not 
more than two rooms deep facing upon a 
place as herein defined. 


Grade: a-—For buildings having walls 
adjoining one street only the elevation of 
the sidewalk at the center of the wall 
adjoining the street. 


b—For buildings having walls adjoining 
more than one street the average of the 
elevation. of the sidewalk at the centers of 
all walls adjoining the streets. 


e—For buildings having no wall adjoin- 
ing the street the average level of the 
finished surface of the ground adjacent to 
the exterior walls of the building. 


Any wall approximately parallel to and 


not more than five (5) feet from a street. 


line is to be considered as adjoining the 
street. 


Home Occupation: Any occupation or 
profession carried on by a member of a 
family residing on the premises, in con- 
nection with which there is used no sign 
other than one non-illuminated name plate 
which is not more than one square foot in 
area, attached to the building entrance; 
provided that no commodity is sold upon 
the premises; provided that no person is 
employed other than a member of the 
immediate family residing on the premises; 
provided that no equipment is used except 
such that is used normally for purely 
domestie or household purposes; and that 
no display pertaining to such occupation 
be visible from the street; and provided 
that not over twenty-five (25%) per cent 
of the total actual floor area of any story 
is used for home occupation or professional 
purposes. 


Hotel: A building occupied as the more 
or less temporary abiding place of individ- 
uals who are lodged with or without meals 
and in which there are more than twelve 
(12) sleeping rooms usually occupied singly 
and no provision made for cooking in any 
individual room or apartment. 
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Lodging House: A building where lodging 
only is provided for compensation to three 
(3) or more, but not exceeding twenty (20) 
persons, in contradistinction to hotels open 
to transients. 


Lot of Record: A lot which is a part of 
a.subdivision, the map of which has been 
recorded in the office of the Register of 
Deeds of Ingham County, or a lot described 
by metes and bounds, the deed to which has 
been recorded in the office of the Register 
of Deeds of Ingham County. 


Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied — 


by a building and its accessory buildings 
together with such open spaces as are re- 
quired under this ordinance and having 
its principal frontage upon a he baics or 
officially approved place. 


Corner Lot: A lot situated at the junc- 
tion of two or more streets or places. 


Interior Lot: A lot other than a corner 
lot. 


Through Lot: An interior lot having 
frontage on two parallel or approximately 
parallel streets. 


Lot Lines: The lines bounding a lot. 


Non-conforming Use: Any building or 
land lawfully occupied by a use at the 
time of passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto which does not conform after 
the passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto with the use regulations of 
the district in which it is situated. 


Parking Space: An accessible area, either 
garage or surfaced area, not less than eight 
(8) feet in width and twenty (20) feet in 
length which can be used for parking a 
motor vehicle at all times. 


Place: An open unoccupied space other 


than a street or alley permanently reserved 
as the principal means of access to abutting 
property. 


Stable, Private: A stable with capacity 
for not more than two horses, provided, how- 
ever, that the capacity of a private stable 
may be increased if the premises whereon 
such stable is located contains an area of 
not less than five thousand (5,000) square 
feet for each horse accommodated. 


Stable, Public: A stable, other than a 
private stable, with a capacity for more 
than two horses. 


Story: That portion of a building includ- 
ed between the surface of any floor and the 
surface of the floor next above it, or if 
there be no floor above it, then the space 
between such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. 


Story, Half: A space under a sloping roof 
which has the line of intersection of roof 
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decking and wall face not more than three 
(3) feet above the top floor level, and in 
which space not more than two-thirds of 
the floor area is finished off for use. A 
half-story containing independent apart- 
ment or living quarters shall be counted 
as a full story. 


Street: All property dedicated or intended 
for public or private street purposes or 
subject to public easements therefor. 


Structure: Anything constructed or 


_ erected, the use of which requires more or 


less permanent location on the ground or 
attached to something having a permanent 
location on the ground. When a structure 
is divided into separate parts by an un- 
pierced wall, each part shall be deemed a 
separate structure. 


Structural Alterations: Any change in 
the supporting members of a building such 
as bearing walls, columns, beams or girders, 
or any substantial changes in the roof and 
exterior walls. 


Trailer or Tourist Camp: An area con- 
taining one or more structures designed 
or intended to be used as temporary living 
facilities of two or more families and in- 
tended primarily for automobile transients 
or providing spaces where two or more 
tents or auto trailers can be parked, pro- 
vided that no person or family occupies 
the parking or living facilities of such a 
camp for more than thirty (30) consecu- 


tive days. 


Yard: An open space on the same lot 
with a building unoccupied and unobstructed 
from the ground upward, except as other- 
wise provided herein. The measurement of 
a yard shall be construed as the minimum 
horizontal distance between the lot line 
and the building or structure. 


Front Yard: A yard extending across the 
front of the lot between the inner side yard 
lines and measured between: 


(a) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of the building, and 


(b) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of any open, unenclosed 
porch or paved terrace. 


Rear Yard: A yard extending across the 
rear of a lot measured between lot lines 
and being the minimum horizontal distance 
between the rear lot line and the rear of 
the main building or any projcetions other 
than steps, unenclosed balconies or unen- 
closed porches. On corner lots the rear 
yard shall be considered as parallel to the 
street upon which the lot has its least 
dimension. On both corner lots and interior 
lots the rear yeard shall in all cases be at 
the opposite end of the lot from the front 
yard. 


Yard, Side: A yard between the side lot 
line and the nearest side line of the dwell- 
ing and extending from rear line of dwell- 
ing to the front lot line. 
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SECTION 3 ‘ 
Use Regulations 
A’? One-Family District 


In the “A”? One-family District no build- 
ing or land shall be used and no building 
shall be hereafter erected, converted or 
structurally altered, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance, except for one or 
more of the following uses: 


(1) One-family dwellings. 


(2) Public parks and playgrounds. 


(8) Public schools, elementary and high, 
and other educational institutions with 
curiculum equivalent to a public ele- 
mentary school or public high schoool. 


(4) Golf courses, except miniature course, 
operated for commercial purposes. 


(5) Nurseries and truck gardening, but 
not the raising of poultry, pets or live- 
stock for strictly commercial purposes 
or on a scale that would be objection- 
able because of noise or odor to sur- 
rounding residences. 


(6) Accessory buildings, including one pri- 
vate garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the front lot line, or a private 
garage constructed as a part of the 
main building or connected thereto by 
a covered breezeway. All such garages 
or subordinate structures shall be erect- 
ed and maintained only as accessories 
to the dwelling situated on the same 
lot or grounds, and shall not involve 
the conduct of a business. 


(7) Temporary buildings for uses incidental 
to construction work, which buildings 
shall be removed upon the completion 
or Spengonment of the construction 
work. 


(8) Home occupations, as defined herein, 
and accessory buildings and uses custo- 
marily incident to the above uses in- 
cluding a private garage. Any accessory 
building that is not a part of the main 
structure shall be located not less than 
sixty (60) feet from the front lot line. 


(9) Bulletin boards and signs, provided, 
however, that no bulletin board nor 
sign exceeding ten (10) square feet in 
area appertaining to the lease, hire, or 
sale of a building or premises nor ad- 
vertising sign of any other character 
shall be permitted in any “A” One- 
family District.

Gentlemen: 


Effective Monday, June 6th, we are 
making some ‘changes in our suburban 
operation which will. be of interest to 
our city patrons using the Washington 
Avenue and South Cedar buses. 


We will have three suburban buses, each 
making two trips in the morning and two 
trips in the afternoon. One will follow 
the regular south Washington bus route 
to Greenlawn and Washington. From 
there, it will proceed south to Holmes 
Road, east to Cedar Street, south to Cava- 
naugh Road and east to Pennsylvania. It 
will return over the same route as far as 
Lenawee Street where it will turn west to 
Capitol, proceed north to Ottawa, east to 
Washington and south to Michigan. 


Another bus will operate on the south 
Cedar route as far as Lyons and Mt. Hope 
from which point it will proceed east to 
Aurelius Road, thence south to Cavanaugh 
Road.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with our customary pro- 
cedure, we wish to make known to the 
Committee on Transportation our plans 


for summer bus service within the City of 
Lansing. 
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In preparing our summer schedules we 
have had to consider a great many factors 
which have a direct bearing on our opera- 
tions. The tremendous increase in the 
number of automobiles in the past two 
years has presented us with the problems 
of diminishing revenues and _ increased 
traffic conditions. 


We are currently carrying about 17% 
less passengers than we were at this time 
last year while operating about the same 
number of bus miles. We are definitely 
faced with a further decline when the 
schools let out in June. 


The increase in traffic congestion makes 
it impossible for our drivers to hold our 
present fast schedules safely so a change 
is inevitable. 


Inasmuch as the basis of good bus service 
is scheduling which permits concise, on 
time operation we find it necessary to make 
a few minor revisions which we will note 
herein. 


Effective June 20th, Washington Ave- 
nue buses and College-Fisher buses will 
operate at thirteen minute intervals with 
six and one-half minute service being pro- 
vided during the rush hours. This service 
will be supplemented with additional buses 
when and where the demand arises. 


The only other lines to be affected at 
that time are Willow and East Kalamazoo. 
Excessive traffic conditions make it neces- 
sary to combine the Willow and East Kala- 
mazoo lines into a cross town line, as they 
used to be, in order that we may avoid 
the necessity of turning these coaches 
around in the crowded downtown area. 
The old schedule which was used on this 
line for years will be put back into. effect, 
i.e. twenty minute intervals in the slack 
daytime periods, fifteen minutes in the 
rush hours, and thirty minutes at night 
and on Sundays. 


Traffic conditions on South Cedar Street 
due to bridge construction and street re- 
location are causing some schedule changes 
on the South Cedar route. To allow our 
drivers enough time for safe driving, we 
find it necessary to revise our schedule 
to provide twenty minute service from five 
o’clock A.M. to eleven o’clock P.M. with 
additional service when required. This is 
more service than we are providing at the 
present time, however, we feel it is neces- 
sary to give this additional service due to 
the fact that we are increasing our run- 
ning time. 


These are all the changes being planned 
in the service inside the City at the pres- 
ent time. It is our intention to discontinue 
the Harrison Road bus at night’ and on 
Sundays. However, this bus will operate 
during the daytime giving supplemental 
service to Lansing patrons in the area of 
East Michigan Avenue. 


We will be happy to discuss. these 
changes or any other matters of interest 
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with the transportation committee at any 
time.

The use of the areas in the 100 block of 
East Washtenaw Street, in front of the 
Lansing and American Laundries, for 
loading zones, has been the subject of 
considerable discussion for several years 
and in 1947 the Traffic Commission sug- 
gested to the management of these two 
laundries that they make some attempt to 
provide off-street loading facilities for their 
respective companies. 


This request was acted upon by the Lan- 
sing Laundry and in August of 1947, they 
advised the Traffic Commission that they 
were now ready to abandon the use of the 
south side of East Washtenaw Street in 
front of their building as a loading zone 
and as a consequence parking meters were 
installed here and the space opened up 
for public parking. . 


To date, however, no action has been 
taken by the American Laundry and at a 
meeting of the Traffic Commission held on 
Friday, June 3rd, a resolution was adopted 
by the Commission recommending that 
the City Council approve the installation 
of one parking meter in front of their 
laundry which would leave sufficient room 
for the parking of two laundry trucks at 
a 90° angle for loading and unloading. The 
resolution adopted further recommended 
that a notice of four months time be given 
the American Laundry to make some effort 
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to eliminate the necessity of using the 
street for loading facilities at the end of 
which time, the remaining space would 
be opened for public use. 


It is also. recommended that in order 
to prevent further angle parking in this 
area, the present curb line be extended 
west 20 feet and the area between the new 
curb and the sidewalk be filled in with 
blacktop.

In the past two years this department 
has helped plan and supervise a fly control 
program and we would like to have your 
consideration whether to continue this pro- 
gram for another year. 
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This is about the most appropriate time 
for the first spraying and also around the 
first of September will be. The City has 
on hand enough D.D.T. to spray the first 
time, but I would like to suggest that 
there be added to the first spraying some 
chlordane which seems to be very effective 
on the flies that have built up resistance 
to the D.D.T. This would require about 
a 50 gallon drum which costs about $6.00 
a gallon. 


In the past the Parks Department used 
their employees and equipment, but this 
year they have such a busy schedule that 
they find it impossible to do this project. 
We had one bid from a private individual 
who has asked $68.00 a day for two men 
and machinery. 


We’re also submitting a bill received 
from the Fish and Wildlife Service for 
$92.50 which covers the cost of the bait 
used in the rodent control program.

Dear Sirs: 


Article VI, Part A, Section 1 (b) of 
Ordinance No. 1382, reads as follows: 


“‘(b). Any member, other than an 
elective official of the City, who has 
attained the age of sixty-five (65) shall 
bt retired forthwith or on the first 
day of the calendar month next suc- 
ceeding that in which the said member 
shall have attained the age of sixty- 
five (65).” 


Paragraph (c) of the same section reads 
in part as follows: 


“The Board of Trustees may, upon 
request of his department head, permit 
an employee who has attained age 
sixty-five (65) to continue in service 
for periods not to extend beyond five 
(5) years from the effective date of 
this Retirement System, or his attain- 
ment of age seventy (70), whichever 
occurs later in point of time. .. .”. 


Article T provides that the effective date 
of the Retirement System be July 1, 1941. 
The five year period following the effective 
date of the retirement system (referred 
to in the above-quoted paragraph c) ex- 
pired July 1, 1946. Consequently, since 
July 1, 1946 no extensions in service could 
or can be granted to any member who 
attained age 70 years. 


One of the employer benefits of a re- 
tirement plan is to provide a means of 
removing the _ so-called superannuated 
employe from the employer’s payroll. A 
question arises as to when an employe 
becomes superannuated. In terms of their 
occupations some men are “old men” at 
age 60—others become superannuated at 
age 65—others at age 70—and a few men 
past age 70 can perform a normal day’s 
work with average efficiency alongside 
workers considerably younger. However, 
in providing in the retirement system that 
no* employe of the City be continued in 
the service of the City beyond age 70, it 
was recognized that for purposes of prac- 
tical administration of the system a definite 
line had to be drawn defining superannua- 
tion. 


If the time of superannuation is not 
made definite in a retirement plan, the 
end result would be that employes, aged 
70 and over, would be allowed to remain 
on the City payrolls, at full pay, so long 
as they wished, and that would defeat 
one of the major purposes of a retirement 
plan. 


If, for each individual employe the time 
of superannuation is left to the diseretion- 
ary judgment of one man, or to a commit- 
tee of men, the individual involved may 
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mistake discretion for discrimination, if 
he is not permitted to stay in service beyond 
age 70-—-for there are few men past 70 
years of age who do not believe that they 
are as capable, physically and mentally, 
as they ever were. 


The Michigan Municipal Employes Re- 
tirement System established by Act No. 
135 of the Public Acts of 1945, as amended, 
fixes age 70 as the oldest age a municipal 
employe member can remain in service. 
In the City of Detroit no extensions in 
service can be obtained beyond age 69. 
In Flint, Muskegon, Jackson, Pontiac, 
Owosso, Benton Harbor, St. Joseph, Wyan- 
dotte, Highland Park, Manistee, Monroe; 
the counties of Wayne, Jackson, Washte- 
naw, Bay, Oakland, Genesee and Macomb, 
the compulsory retirement ages correspond 
to the Lansing plan. 


It is the common experience that the 
most satisfactory administration of the 
compulsory retirement feature of a retire- 
ment plan is an across the board treat- 
ment for all employes. Then all employes 
are treated alike and no employe can 
charge that he was the victim of discrim- 
ination. It is generally agreed that age 
70, as a time of superannuation, covers 
the majority of employes, although it is 
recognized that some employes, few in 
number, are able and capable of perform- 
ing efficiently alongside men considerably 
younger. Regardless of where the line is 
drawn, we will always have the excep- 
tional cases as an argument to change 


the line. ‘ 


In the nine years that the Lansing 
retirement system has been operating for 
the general City employes, a number of 
men have been retired at age 70 even 
though some of the men may have wanted 
to remain on the City payrolls for a longer 
time. 


I recommend to your Honorable Body 
that Article VI, Part A, Section 1, Para- 
graphs (b) and (c) of Ordinance No. 
132, not be amended.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 
June 17, 1949. 


Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the Lansing City Council 


Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen: 


In response to your directions and after 
complaint of people in the neighborhood, 
I called upon Mr. Willard Maxey, Director 
of the State Department of Social Welfare, 
in whose jurisdiction the Boys Vocationa! 
School has been lodged by act of the 
Legislature. As you know, it has long 
been contemplated that the school should 
be located elsewhere and within recent 
years there have been determined moves 
in that direction down to the point of 
negotiation for locations which have never 
finally been agreed upon. More recently 
the Legislature has shown no inclination 
to appropriate funds to construct accom- 
modations comparable to what we have 
here for the school and in fact there have 
been no aupropriations for any change 
which makes it obvious that nothing can 
possibly be done toward moving the school 
until] action is taken by the Legislature. 
This brings us to the question of adminis- 
tration of the school and the complaint of 
the neighbors. 


It is not and never has been an insti- 
tution in its fifty year history that was 
supposed to be penal in its nature, the 
boys sent there being treated more or 
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less as juveniles with minor records, but 
unfortunately has included a number of 
boys who have been involved in serious 
trouble. 


Mr. Maxey takes the position that a 
small handful of boys charged with the 
more. serious offenses are committed to 
the institution in the judgment of the 
probate judges about the State who prob- 
ably are the originators of the more serious 
troubles in the administration of the school. 
These might be said to be considered bor- 
derline cases where the judges might better 
have waived jurisdiction to the circuit 
court where the boys might have more 
properly been committed to Ionia. How- 
ever, since the judges in a few instances 
do not see fit to do so they are sent to 
the school where they now may remain 
until they are nineteen years of age. 


The question of whether the institution 
should be fenced so that escape is impos- 
sible or improbable is debatable and I am 
satisfied that the present administration of 
the institution will not lead to that situa- 
tion. Inmates, some 350 in number, are 
now being treated as the wards of the 
State who are possible of reclamation and 
not hardened criminals and as such it is 
and has been the policy to operate the 
institution without fences and there is no 
other way they could be securely held 
unless that they be locked up, in which 
ease the afternoon of each day their liber- 
ties, privileges of exercise and life in the 
open air are taken away from them. It 
appears to me that while it is a matter 
of local concern and should be kept before 
the people in the hope that it may be 
moved elsewhere there is no possibility of 
its being operated in any other manner in 
the foreseeable future.

Gentlemen: 


It has been apparent for quite some time 
that the duplication and similarity of 
street names in the Lansing Metropolitan 
Area has been both confusing and costly. 
It is confusing to citizens of, and visitors 
to our area, and particularly so to the 
Post Office Department, who very often 
can only guess where to make delivery of 
the mail. It is costly to the governmental 
units in the area, to the merchants and, 
if not costly, at least inconvenient, to the 
doctors. Many times Police and Fire equip- 
ment must be sent to two places simultane- 
ously, particularly where the saving of a 
life may be concerned, because of the un- 
certainty as to where the emergency 
exists. The cost to merchants runs into 
thousands of dollars due to deliveries being 
made to the wrong place even though de- 
livered to the street name and number 
given by the customer. Doctors often find 
themselves in this same position without 
much time to make mistakes. Certainly 
there are others who are faced with the 
same problem. 


For this reason the Study Committee on 
Street Name Duplications has held regular 
meetings for many months, and has given 
considerable thought and study to this 
matter. As a result of this study, we sub- 
mit the attached list of street names which 
help to cause this cost and confusion, with 
the thought that it may help to guide you 
in your deliberation as to what might be 
done to eliminate these duplications. In 
some instances a new name has been sug- 
gested, usually because it is on a lone with 
a street whose name causes no confusion. 
The red check mark indicates the street 
name in your governmental jurisdiction.

For your information we are submitting 
the following information. 


The City of Lansing has operated a 
shade tree program for over 34 years and 
is rated among the best in the United 
States. 


' The program has been under its present 
supervision for over 26 years. 


Foremen and regular employees of the 
Forestry Department meet frequently to 
discuss tree problems and to review First 
Aid methods. The group attends State 
Forestry Meeting, studies outside programs 
and are experienced, safety minded and 
well trained tree men. 


The Forestry Department has welcomed 
constructive criticism and has always been 
on the alert and adopted such suggestions 
and improvements as would seem to im- 
‘prove the safety or efficiency of the men 
in the service they render the City. 


The City’s equipment has also been 
changed from year to year as improvements 
have been developed and the City’s equip- 
ment today is standard tree equipment and 
in good condition. In this connection ropes 
and saddles have largely replaced extension 
ladders and for years has been con- 
sidered the safest and best equipment 
which a workman can use in a tree and 
gives the operator full use of his hands. 


Tree trimmers work in the trees, new 
men work with experienced men and under 
the supervision of a competent foreman. 


Only three men stay on the ground, the 
foreman who supervises the job, the brush 
boy who piles the brush and the truck 
driver who hauls it. 


George Abbot came to the department 


JULY 25, 1949 


and asked for tree work and filled out an 
application well before school was out. 
He applied to the office after school was 
out and was sent to the doctor for a 
physical examination which he passed with 
an A-l rating. He reported to our fore- 
man on the job at noon and started work 
in company with one of our experienced 
employees who worked with him during 
the afternoon. 


That this accident occured is regretted 
fully by every member of our department 
but the fact remains that hundreds of 
young men have been gainfully employed 
Over a vyeriod of years under similar con- 
ditions and have worked in front of every 
house on every street in the City of 
Lansing and little or no adverse criticism 
has come to this office in regard to the 
methods or equipment used. 


I believe that the Forestry program in 
Lansing has been capably and honestly 
administered.

I am taking the liberty of calling to 
your attention the fact that the present 
legislature has made several changes in 
the laws relating to the assessment, review,

Several months ago the Traffic Commis- 
sion submitted a recommendation to the 


City Council that a traffic signal be in- 
stalled at Saginaw Street and Washington 
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Avenue to provide a safer and more con- 
venient crossing of this intersection. We 
received a letter from the Michigan State 
Highway Department which stated in part 
that the installation of a signal at this 
location was viewed by them with dis- 
approval due to the excessive grade of 
the leg of the east side of Saginaw Street. 
Other complaints were received from truck 
companies who felt that their vehicles 
would be unable to negotiate this grade 
when their trucks were heavily loaded. 


The fact remains, however, that with the 
increase in traffic, which is apparent, some 
type of control is definitely needed at this 
intersection. At a meeting of the Traffic 
Commission held on Friday, August 5th,

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 6 of the ordinance

the height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts and other 
open spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of 
families which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered, and for said 
purposes to divide the city into districts 
and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide 
for the enforcement hereof, and to repeal 
the Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 
1927 and all amendments thereto and all 
other ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith’’ is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


SECTION 6 
Use Regulations 
‘D-M” Multiple Dwelling District 


In the “D-M”’ Multiple Dwelling District 
no building, or land shall be used and no 
building shall be hereafter erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered, unless 
otherwise provided for in this ordinance, 
except for one or more of the following 
uses: 


(1) Any use permitted in the ‘“C” 
Two-Family District. 


(2) Multiple dwellings. 
(3) Group houses. 
(4) Boarding and lodging houses. 


(5) NON-PROFIT CORPORATIONS, 
ASSOCIATIONS OR FOUNDA- 
TIONS, ORGANIZED AND OP- 
FRATED FOR_ RELIGIOUS, 
CHARITABLE, SCIENTIF- 
IC, LITERARY OR EDUCA- 
TIONAL PURPOSES OR FOR 
THE PROMOTION OF HUMAN 


HEALTH. 
(6) PRIVATE CLUBS, FRATERNI- 
TIES. SORORITIES, LODGES, 


PROFESSIONAL SOCIETIES 
AND BUSINESS LEAGUES, EX- 
CEPTING THOSE HAVING FOR 
SALE OR KEEPING FOR THE 
USE OF MEMBERS ANY ALCO- 
HOLIC BEVERAGES, OR THOSE 
THE CHIEF ACTIVITY OF 
WHICH IS A SERVICE CUSTOM- 
ARILY CARRIED ON AS A 
BUSINESS. 


(7) Accessory buildings and uses cus- 
tomarily incident to any of the 
above uses when located on the 
same lot and not involving the 
conduct of a business, including 
servant quarters, private and stor- 
age garages when located not less 
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than sixty (60) feet from the front 
lot line, or when constructed as 
a part of the main building, or 
connected thereto by a covered 
breezeway. 


In any “D-M” Multiple Dwelling District, 
no show, meeting, entertainment, exhibi- 
tion, religious service of any kind, shall 
be held under canvas or in the open air 
unless there is first filed with the Building 
Commissioner the written consent of the 
owners of sixty (60) per cent of all resi- 
dential property within a radius of four 
hundred feet from the place of such meet- 
ing.

Parking regulations: Whenever a struc- 
ture is erected, converted or structurally 
altered for multiple-dwelling purposes, 
there shall be provided accessible parking 
space on the lot, either garage or surfaced 
area, adequate to accommodate one (1) 
ear for each dwelling unit provided in the 
structure.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 
By Committee on Elections— 


That this council by three-fifths vote of 
its members elect, proposes that Sections 
145 and 146 of Chapter 8 of the City 
Charter relative to taxes, funds and ex- 
penditures be amended to read as follows: 


Section 145. The city assessor. shall 
make and complete tax rolls of the several 
wards of the city, and shall carry out 
in appropriate columns opposite the sev- 
eral descriptions of land in each ward, the 
amount due from each such description of 
land for all taxes assessed for the year, 
except state, county and school taxes and 
shall deliver the same to the city treasurer 
on or before the FIRST DAY OF July of 
each year, with his warrant attached to 
each of said assessment rolls, under his 
hand, commanding the treasurer to collect 
within ninety days, from the several per- 
sons named in said rolls, opposite their 
respective names, and pay the same into 
the city treasury to the credit of the sev- 
eral funds for which the assessments are 
made. The city treasurer shall allow the 
following discounts on city taxes, viz.: 
three per cent if paid within thirty days; 
two per cent if paid within sixty days. The 
said warrants shall authorize the city 
treasurer, in case any person named in 
the assessment rolls shall neglect or refuse 
to pay his tax, to levy the same by distress 
and sale of goods and chattels of such 
person. The city treasurer shall give such 
notices for the collection of taxes, on the 
city bulletin boards in each of the several 
wards as he may deem necessary. 


Section 146. That taxes so levied for 
city and ward purposes, shall be and re- 
main a lien upon the property on which 
the same was levied, from and after the 
FIRST DAY OF July, in like cases, and 
to the same extent, as taxes, required by 
the law to be levied on property in the 
several townships in this state are liens 
upon property; and on the first Monday of 
November, after the expiration of the time 
named for the collection of such taxes, in 
the preceding section, the city treasurer 
shall return a list of all such unpaid taxes 
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to the city council, and the city council 
shall direct the city assessor to carry into 
the next assessment roll for state, county 
and school purposes, all such delinquent 
taxes so returned, with a penalty of six 
cents for each dollar of the sum. total of 
taxes assessed to each particular descrip- 
tion of land or of personalty, in a column 
provided for that. purpose, and all provi- 
sions of law respecting the return and sale 
of property, for the. non-payment of taxes 
for state, county and township purposes, 
shall apply to the return and sale of prop- 
erty, for the non-payment of such _ city 
taxes, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Provided, that such penalty shall be com- 
puted from and after ninety days from the 
time such tax becomes a lien as provided 
in this section. Provided further, that the 
city council, in times of emergency, may 
waive such penalty. All penalties collected 
under authority of this section, shall be 
credited to the contingent fund of the city. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
amendment to the City Charter be submit- 
ted to the qualified electors of the City of 
Lansing for approval at the municipal 
election to be held in such City of Lansing 
on November 8, 1949.

The attached bills cover the cost of labor 
and machinery for the spraying of the 
downtown areas, in back of stores and all 
places where there was a large population 
of flies. Each man put in 18% hours to 
cover the entire area. This department 
furnished two men to supervise and check 
the locations of the establishments. 


The material used consisted of approxi- 
mately 900 gallons of solution which con- 
tained 3% D.D.T. and 2% Chlordane. 108 
gallons of D.D.T. at $1.65 per gallon and 
25 gallons of Chlordane which was $6.00 
per gallon. The D.D.T. was purchased in 
1948 and the Chlordane in 1949. We had 
to add 30 gallons this time, but of that 
amount only half was used. 


Would you please ask the merchants 
whether or not this spraying was helpful 
and then advise us if this work should 
be continued next year.

Gentlemen: 


Some time ago the Lansing Home Build- 
ers Association appointed a Committee to 
study the present building code in the City 
of Lansing. On Monday, September 26, 
1949, Mr. Charles Bowser, Chairman of this 
Code Committee, met with Mr. Caldwell, 
Building Commissioner, Mr. Steele, Elec- 
trical Inspector, and Mr. Hanel, Plumbing 
Inspector for the City of Lansing. As an 
outcome of this conference they found that 
the mechanical trades, i.e., plumbing and 
electric wiring are installed in accordance 
with the Lansing Building Code. They also 
learned that the prefabricated housing 
being erected in the City of Lansing is 
being erected to a performance code which 
was adopted by the City Council just fol- 
lowing the war in 1946. At the time the 
City Council adopted the performance code 
for prefabricated housing, they did not alter 
or rescind any part of the Lansing Building 
Code which, by the way, is a specification 
code. and therefore showed discrimination 
between the prefabricators and the conven- 
tional builder. The excuse for adopting 
the performance code for prefabricated 
housing was that there was pressure from 
the Federal Government for cities to adopt 
the performance code for prefabricated 
housing on the grounds that there was a 
definite housing shortage throughout the 
country and that it would be impossible 
for the prefabricators to erect their houses 
if the various cities did not adopt this 
performance code. : 


Two weeks ago several members of the 
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Committee attended the meeting of the 
City Council at which time a citizen ob- 
jected to having a prefabricated house 
erected adjacent to his property and raised 
the question as to whether or not the 
prefabricated house met the code require- 
ments of the City of Lansing. As outlined 
above the erection of prefabricated hous- 
ing within the city limits of Lansing is 
permitted if it meets the code requirements 
since the City Council adopted the afore- 
mentioned performance code. Mr. Caldwell, 
the City Building Commissioner, was called 
on for remarks and in his remarks he 
mentioned the fact that there was defi- 
nitely discrimination being shown between 
the prefabricators and the builders of con- 
ventional dwellings within the city and 
recommended to the Council that as soon 
as a performance code for other than 
prefabricated dwellings was ready for adop- 
tion by the City that the Council do so 
and thereby put conventional builders on 
an equal footing with the prefabricator. 
At the Council meeting and as Chairman 
of the Code Committee for the Lansing 
Home Builders Association, Mr. Bowser 
made a statement to the Council that the 
Lansing Home Builders Association would 
like to go on record as stating there is 
discrimination being shown because of the 
inequality between a specification code and 
a performance code and reminded the Coun- 
cil that the builders of the Lansing Home 
Builders Association are required to follow 
the specification code. 


Since there was no action taken by the 
Council at last Monday’s meeting to elim- 
inate this discrimination, it is recommended 
that the following resolution be adopted 
by the Board of Directors and ratified by 
the members in general assembly at the 
next regular meeting of the Lansing Home 
Builders Association and that a letter be 
sent to the Mayor and City Council request- 
ing that a resolution be adopted by the 
City Council, to wit: 


WHEREAS, there was a general housing 
shortage throughout the United States 
in the months directly following the war, 
and 


WHEREAS, _ the Federal Government 
attempted to relieve this shortage by re- 
questing all municipalities having build- 
ing codes to adopt a prefabrication code 
which would allow prefabricated houses 
to be erected in those cities that would 
otherwise be in direct violation of the 
existing code. 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City 
of Lansing adopted the performance code 
as recommended but did not adopt a 
performance code for dwellings other 
than the prefabricated house, and 


WHEREAS, the housing shortage no longer 
exists by reason that there are many new 
‘dwellings on the market for sale at this 
time, and 


WHEREAS, there is discrimination being 
shown between the builders of prefabri- 
cated and conventional houses in the City 
of Lansing by reason that the builders 
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of conventional housing are required to 
erect their houses in accordance with 
the specification code rather than a per- 
formance code, and 


WHEREAS, the present performance code 
applying to prefabricated houses is in- 
adequate and impractical and permitting 
erection of houses below the standards 
in soundness and safety demanded by 
the present specification code as applied 
to conventionally constructed houses. 


Therefore, be it RESOLVED, That a request 
is made to the City Council of the City 
of Lansing to rescind the adoption of the 
performance code for prefabricated 
dwellings until such time as a more satis- 
factory performance code is adopted by 
the City of Lansing which will cover the 
erection of all housing in the City of 
Lansing, and provide uniformly applied 
standards of safety, health and perman- 
ency.

Gentlemen: 


At a meeting of the Traffic Commission 
held on Friday, October 7th, the commis- 
sion adopted a resolution recommending 
that the request for a traffic signal at the 
intersection of Michigan Avenue and Mill 
Street be denied. In making this recom- 
mendation the Traffic Commission wishes 
to point out that the traffic on Mill Street, 
which is a dead end street, does have diffi- 
culty, at times, entering Michigan Avenue 
but a police officer is available during the 
peak traffic hours to assist traffic at this 
location. It is also the opinion of the 
commission that a signal at this inter- 
section would tend to further aggravate the 
traffic congestion on Michigan Avenue 
which, at the present time, has enough 
difficulty in getting out of the down-town 
district without any additional interrup- 
tions. It is further pointed out that the 
operation of a signal at this location would 
not be. warranted for more than a few 
hours per day and the installation cost 
of approximately $3000 would hardly justify 
the need.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


By Committee on Elections— 


That this council by three-fifths vote of 
its members elect, proposes that Sections 
145 and 146 of Chapter 8 of the City 
Charter relative to taxes, funds and ex- 
penditures be amended to read as follows: 


Section 145. The city assessor shall 
make and complete tax rolls of the several 
wards of the city, and shall carry out 
in appropriate columns opposite the sev- 
eral descriptions of land in each ward, the 
amount due from each such description of 
land for all taxes assessed for the year, 
except state, county and school taxes and 
shall deliver the same to the city treasurer 
on or before the FIRST DAY OF July of 
each year, with his warrant attached to 
each of said assessment rolls, under his 
hand, commanding the treasurer to collect 
within ninety days, from the several per- 
sons named in said rolls, opposite their 
respective names, and pay the same into 
the city treasury to the credit of the sev- 
eral funds for which the assessments are 
made. The city treasurer shall allow the 
following discounts on city taxes, viz.: 
three per cent if paid within thirty days; 
two per cent if paid within sixty days. The 
said warrants shall authorize the city 
treasurer, im case any. person named .in 
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the assessment rolls shall neglect or refuse 
to pay his tax, to levy the same by distress 
and sale of goods and chattels of such 
person. The city treasurer shall give such 
notices for the’ collection of taxes, on the 
city bulletin boards in each of the several 
wards as he may deem necessary. 


Section 146. That taxes so levied for 
city and ward purposes, shall be and re- 
main a lien upon the property on which 
the same was levied, from and after the 
FIRST DAY OF July, in like cases, and 
to the same extent, as taxes, required by 
the law to be levied on property in the 
several townships in this state are liens 
upon property; and on the first Monday of 
November, after the expiration of the time 
named for the collection of such taxes, in 
the preceding section, the city treasurer 
shall return a list of all such unpaid taxes 
to the city council, and the city council 
shall direct the city assessor to carry into 
the next assessment roll for state, county 
and school purposes, all such delinquent 
taxes so returned, with a penalty of six 
cents for each dollar of the sum total of 
taxes assessed to each particular descrip- 
tion of land or of personalty, in a column 
provided for that purpose, and all provi- 
sions of law respecting the return and sale 
of property, for the non-payment of taxes 
for state, county and township purposes, 
shall apply to the return and sale of prop- 
erty, for the non-payment of such city 
taxes, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Provided, that such penalty shall be com- 
puted from and after ninety days from the 
time such tax becomes a lien as provided 
in this section. Provided further, that the 
city council, in times of emergency, may 
waive such penalty. All penalties collected 
under authority of this section, shall be 
credited to the contingent fund of the city.

On Saturday, November 12, 1949 at 11:00 
A.M. we were notified that the annexation 
of the Everett School District to the City 
of Lansing was effective. In spite of the 
suddeness of this move, we were able to 
institute bus service in this new area 
within 18 minutes after receiving oral per- 
mission from Mr. J. K. Reed, Chairman, 
Transportation Committee. 


The temporary service, started at that 
time, renders 24 minute service. on South 
Cedar Street between Greenlawn and the 
City Limits from 5:18 A.M. to Midnight 
on week days and from 5:35 A.M. to Mid- 
night on Sundays. Although this frequency 
of service is probably adequate for this 
area, it involves the undesirable feature 
of requiring passengers to transfer to the 
regular Washington bus at Greenlawn and 
Cedar. 


To correct this condition and allow these 
people to ride directly into the business 
district without changing buses, we pro- 
pose to route every other Washington bus

out S. Cedar Street to the City Limits and 
back to Greenlawn where it will continue 
on the regular Washington line. 


This operation will not alter the regular 
Washington schedule in any way and will 
provide a basic 24 minute service to the 
annexed area. The schedule will be sub- 
stantially the same as it is now with the 
shuttle service and will allow these people 
to ride all the way into the business dis- 
trict without changing buses. 


We propose to inaugurate this service as 
soon as possible after it is approved by 
the City Council, however, it is only an 
experiment to explore the requirements of 
this area and therefore must be subject 
to change or adjustment. 


Although this plan provides much more 
service than the people in this area are 
accustomed to, we feel we may be able 
to maintain it providing we receive the 
cooperation of the City Council in protect- 
ing our franchise rights.

Gentlemen: 


Your Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners held a special meeting this morn- 
ing at 10:30 A.M. to discuss the many 
problems involved in immediately furnish- 
ing fire protection to the newly annexed 
Everett and Westchester districts. 


While the Fire Department is tempor- 
arily furnishing protection for the areas 
mentioned with the equipment and per- 
sonnel on hand, it becomes necessary to 
augment our staff and place two new pieces 
of apparatus in service immediately if we 
are to serve these sections of the city prop- 
erly without neglecting our usual responsi- 
bilities. 


This board has estimated in the past the 
annual requirements to be added to the 
budget in case the annexation passed. This 
included estimated figures for equipping a 
new station with furniture and expanding 
our fire alarm telegraph system. We have 
now prepared a list of expenditures cover- 
ing only our immediate needs of personnel 
and equipment which is listed on the 
next sheet. It is sub-divided to the various 
budget classifications for a period of five 
months to cover the balance of the fiscal 
year 1949-50. As will be noticed many 
of the budget items have not been included 
such as administration, communications, 
doctor and hospital bills, fire alarm mainte- 
nance, building maintenance, etc., and it is 
hoped by careful planning and economy 
they will be sufficient until April 30, 1950.

Gentlemen: 


Upon an application filed under Chapter 
10 of the City Charter Jay E. Tuck, et al, 
requested that the taxes then due and 
payable on property described as: the south 
176% feet of Lots 18 and 14 of Jones and 
Porter’s Addition to the City of Lansing be 
paid. By resolution adopted by the Council 
on September 12, 1929, the City agreed to 
pay such taxes and resolved that they 
become a charge against the property. 


The Charter provides for such procedure 
and that the amount so paid with interest 
including costs thereon shall be a valid 
and subsisting debt in favor of the City 
and against the owner and that such debt 
shall be due one day after date of said 
payment. Section 166 also ‘provides that 
if any time thereafter the owner of said 
property for any cause fails to pay any 
subsequent tax or taxes on such property 
and such subsequent tax or taxes are liable 
to be returned as unpaid and delinquent, 
for the purpose of preventing the mentioned 
lien from being cut off or superseded by 
a paramount title or lien, by way of tax 
title or otherwise, the City Treasurer shall 
make and deliver to the Council a written 
statement showing first, the amount of 
taxes unpaid, second, a description of the 
property taxed, and third, that the City has 
a lien on such property for the payment 
of prior taxes. Thereupon the Council by 
resolution shall authorize the payment of 
the same. Upon examining the file it would 
appear that, by virtue of Section 166, all 
other taxes have been paid since the origi- 
nal application. 


The question is whether all sums paid 
in pursuance to Chapter 10, together with 
interest and costs, are an enforceable lien 
against the property at this time. 


My legal search has failed to disclose any 
case wherein the Michigan court has passed 
squarely on the proposition, in fact deci- 
sions from other jurisdictions turn on 
various grounds, some of which there are 
statutes of limitation, but the most confus- 
ing turning upon the question of whether 
the action of a municipal corporation can 
be considered to have been under its gov- 
ernmental or proprietary functions. 
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In 19384 American Jurisprudence, page 
391, it is said, ‘‘According to the great 
weight of authority the statute of limita- 
tions runs against claims in favor of the 
municipal corporation and is available as 
a defense to an action by it to enforce 
such claims, in the absence of an express 
provision to the contrary or in the same 
manner as if it were an individual liti- 
gant.’”’ Our statute of limitations, Section 
27.593 of the Statutes Annotated provides, 
“Hereafter no person shall bring or main- 
tain any action * * * unless such action 
is commenced * * * within 15 years,’’ to 
which has been added the following proviso, 
“That the provisions of this section shall 
not apply to actions brought by any muni- 
cipal corporation for the recovery of the 
possession of any public highway, street 
or alley or any other public grounds.” 


The statute further provides, Section 
27,620, ‘““‘The limitations herein before pre- 
scribed for the commencement of actions 
shall apply to the same actions when 
brought in the name of the people of this 
State, or in the name of any officer or 
otherwise for the benefit of the State in 
the same manner as to actions brought by 
individuals.”” Section 7.81 provides that, 
“Taxes on personal property shall remain 
a lien until paid.’””’ However, our court in 
Re. Atkinson Estate, 305 Mich. page 325 
held, “These provisions do not remove per- 
sonal taxes from operation of the statute 
of limitations relative to personal actions,” 
This was a case in which a claim was filed 
against the Atkinson Estate for personal 
property taxes assessed against the deceased 
in his lifetime. The claims for the years 
1929 and 1984 were disallowed on the 
ground the statute of limitations barred 
recovery. It appears to me this situation 
is analogous to the question before us, the 
present difference being a personal action 
as distinguished from a real action and 
calling for the interpretation of the provi- 
sions of the respective statutes of limita- 
tions and that if tried the court would 
hold as it did in such case. 


It is, therefore, my contlusion that any 
taxes paid within the past 15 years may 
be recovered, together with interest but 
that the statute of limitations precludes 
recovery for any sum paid prior to such 
15 year period.

The office of City Treasurer is receiving

I am therefore asking for a ruling by 
the City Council regarding this question, 
whereby I may make preparations for a 
collection. This will also cover the collec- 
tion of dog licenses of which the City 
receives the collection fee.

To the Honorable Mayor 
and Members of the Council: 


Gentlemen : 


Due to the annexation of the Everett 
and Westchester districts, the Assessor’s 
Office is faced with an immediate need for 
supplies, equipment, and help, not provided 
for in our present annual budget. 


A preliminary survey indicates that there 
are close to 4,000 real and personal prop- 
erties to be incorporated into our 1950 
assessment rolls. Since our tax day has 
been advanced from April Ist to January 
lst and our Board of Review meeting ad- 
vanced from June to March, the work of 
transferring these properties must be 
started immediately, and rushed. 


I have made a careful estimate of the 
additional supplies and equipment that will 
be needed before next May ist and to 
provide them I am requesting that $170.00 
be transferred to Assessor’s 1-A-2 for sta- 
tionery and printing, and that $625 be 
‘transferred to Assessor’s 2A for equip- 
ment. An itemized list of needed supplies 
and equipment is attached. 


I also believe it is desirable and neces- 
sary that every property in these districts 
be surveyed and appraised in exactly the 
same way as properties in Lansing were 
surveyed and appraised some years ago so 
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that they will all be assessed uniformly. 
This work should be started at once, and 
I respectfully request that you provide 
suitable space and help to get it done. On 
the basis of previous work done in Lan- 
sing, and taking into account changes in 
the cost of labor and supplies, I estimate 
this project will cost approximately 
$25,000, and will take about two years. 
Details of this estimate are also attached. 
Under our present setup we have no sur- 
plus of either help or space that can be 
used for this purpose. 


Because there is so little time remaining 
before tax day I would appreciate your 
taking action on these requests as soon 
as possible.

FROM AND AFTER THE HOUR OF 2 
o’clock A.M. and 7 o’clock A.M. OF SUCH 
DAY, excepting that in all cases where 
a cigar store, news stand or other business 
is conducted in connection with such play- 
ing room or rooms or places, the room or 
place where such cigar store or news stand 
or other business is conducted may remain 
open; Provided, that all such pool tables, 
billiard tables, bagatelle tables, and pigeon- 
hole tables shall be covered in such manner 
as to prevent play thereon during the 
hours such play is prohibited under the 
terms of this ordinance. Provided further, 
that no card game, dice game, or other 
game of chance shall be played or per- 
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mitted to be played in such playing rooms 


or places or in rooms or places used in’ 


connection therewith during the hours that 
billiard, pool and other games are pro- 
hibited under the terms of this ordinance; 
Provided further, that no bowling alley 
located on the ground floor or above, and 
within one hundred feet of any place of 
public worship existing at the time of the 
original application for license shall oper- 
ate on Sunday. Provided further, that all 
bowling alleys shall be and remain closed 
from 2 o’clock A.M. until 9 o’clock A.M.

I have recently been contacted by Mrs. 
Zella Huffman of 423 W. Mt. Hope Ave- 
nue, regarding delinquent taxes of Decem- 
ber, 1947, in the amount of $48.53, for 
which she has received a notice from the 
County Treasurer. . 


On October 3rd, 1947, Mrs. Huffman 
made an application through our office for 
help on her 1947 taxes, a City portion of 
which was then due and payable. Due to 
the special circumstances in this case, the 
Council made provision for paying the 
July, 1947, taxes. Mrs. Huffman states 
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that she understood the December taxes 
would also be taken care of and also 
states that she did not receive a December 
statement for that year. In 1948 Mrs. 
Huffman made application to our Board 
of Review for tax relief and was granted 
full exemption for that year. In 1949 
arrangements were made for the Bureau 
of Social Welfare to provide money for 
taxes in the monthly grant for Aid for 
Dependent Children. Mrs. Huffman says 
that she has no way of taking care of 
these delinquent taxes as her only income 
is her monthly grant for Aid for Dependent 
Children and she would appreciate it very 
much if the Council could see some way 
of helping her out. 


I believe there is some merit in Mrs. 
Huffman’s request and I am bringing it 
to your attention for whatever action you 
may see fit to take.

Re: Collection of December, 1949, 
Taxes in Annexed Territories 
Gentlemen : 


Respecting the assessment of property 
for taxes and the levy and collection of 
taxes, the statutes of our state are quite 
complete and our Supreme Court has ruled 
that the mode of such assessment, levy 
and collection pointed out by the statute 
must be followed Auditor General v. D.S.S. 
& A. Ry. Co., 116 Mich. 122. That court has 
also held that tax exactions must rest upon 
legislative enactments and tax collecting 
officers can act only within express author- 
ity conferred by law. Michigan Trust Co. 
v. City of Grand Rapids, 262 Mich. 547. 
The liability of the owner of property for 
the payment of taxes must be found in 
the statute and the essential provisions of 
the statute must be followed and the owner 
of property is not liable for taxes on his 
property, unless this is done. Scholfield v. 
City of Lansing, 17 Mich. 437. The Court 
has almost uniformly held that our tax 
laws and the enforcement thereof are con- 
strued in favor of the tax payer and 
against the governmental unit levying the 
tax. City of Wyandotte v. State Bd. of 
Tax Adm., 278 Mich. 47. © 


The general property tax law of Michi- 
gan is applicable to all cities where their 
charters do not provide otherwise. Detroit 
v. Phillip, 313 Mich. 211. A _ study of 
Chapter 8 of the Lansing City Charter 
shows that it provides a complete procedure 
for assessing property within the city for 
taxation purposes and for levying and 
collecting the taxes thereon. It does not, 
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however, provide for the collection of taxes 
on property which has been assessed by 
any person other than the City Assessor 
and reviewed by the City’s Board of Re- 
view. It does not give the assessor the 
power to issue his warrant to the City 
Treasurer for the collection of any taxes 
other than on property appearing on the 
assessment roll made by him. Further, 
after the City Assessor has made his 
assessment roll for the year and has turned 
it over to the Board of Review, the Asses- 
sor may not, nor may any other person, 
except the Board of Review, add property 
to the City’s Assessment Roll. The Board 
of Review, having met and certified the 
assessment roll for 1949, no further prop- 
erty may now be added to the city’s rolls. 


Section 155 of the City Charter provides 
for the making of an extra assessment roll 
of property omitted from the original as- 
sessment roll above discussed. This section, 
however, forbids such action in any case 
where such property is properly included 
on the tax roll of any township. 


It would appear, therefore, that the Lan- 
sing City Charter gives no authority for 
and provides no machinery under which 
the Lansing City Treasurer may collect 
the December, 1949, taxes which are due 
and payable in the territories annexed to 
the city in November, 1949. 


Since the city’s charter provides no 
such authority or machinery, the state 
statute prevails. Pertinent to the question 
before us are Sections 37 and 105 of the 
Michigan General Property Tax Roll (Sec- 
tions 7.55 and 17.159, M.S.A.) which are 
set forth, in so far as they apply: 


“Section 37. The Board of Super- 
visors, at its annual session in October 
in each year, shall ascertain and deter- 
mine the amount of money to be raised 
for county purposes, and shall appor- 
tion, such amount, and also the amount 
of the state tax and indebtedness of 
the county to the state among the 
several townships in the county in pro- 
portion to the valuation of the taxable 
property therein, real and personal, as 
determined by it, or as determined by 
the board of state tax commissioners 
upon appeal in the manner provided by 
law, for that year, which determina- 
tion and apportionment shall be entered 
at large on its records. * * * * 


It shall direct that such of the sev- 
eral amounts of money proposed to 
be raised for township, school, high- 
way, drain and all other purposes as 
shall be authorized by law, be spread 
upon the assessment roll of the proper 
townships, wards, and cities. Such 
action and direction shall be entered 
in full upon the records of the proceed- 
ings of the board, and shall be deemed 
final as to the levy and assessment of 
all such taxes, except where there is 
a change made in the equalization of 
any county by the board of state tax 
commissioners upon appeal in the man- 
ner provided by law.” 
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“Section 105. * * * * No divi- 
sion of a township after the time for 
making the assessment roll, and prior 
“to the return of the township treasurer, 
"shall in any way affect the assessment, 
’-eollection and return of such taxes; 
but such taxes shall be assessed, col- 
lected and returns made as_ though 
there had been no such division. * * *’’ 


It shall be concluded, therefore, that, 
since the City Charter does not authorize 
the collection of the 1949 December taxes 
of the annexed territories by the City 
Treasurer, and the state statute specifically 
states that the action: of the Board of 
Supervisors of Ingham County, authorizing 
the collection of these taxes on the town- 
ship tax rolls, which action shall be deemed 
final as to the levy and assessment of such 
taxes, the Township Treasurer, and he 
ohly, has the right to collect these taxes.

Gentlemen : 


The heavy fall of snow which occurred 
on Thanksgiving Day, November 24th 
brought to light many problems of snow 
removal, which to my mind, requires a 
definite determination of policy. These

problems have a definite effect on the effi- 
ciency of the work being done and as a 
direct result increases the cost of snow 
removal. 


The difficulty of plowing the streets is 
increased to a great extent by the parking 
of cars along the curb. Of course, the 
fact that the storm came on a holiday 
there was an unusual amount of parking, 
but in plowing around parked cars a bad 
traffic hazard is created and in many in- 
stances these cars were left on the streets 
for several days. Every effort was made 
to clear the streets by replowing, at con- 
siderable expense, but it was impossible to 
do the proper kind of job. Some means 
of eliminating this problem should be 
considered. 


Over a period of years a program of 
loading and hauling snow from the busi- 
ness district has been developed. This has 
been expanded from time to time until now 
it includes about 8 miles of streets in our 
business section. We have undoubtedly over- 
extended our operations for the equipment 
available and I feel that some sections 
could be eliminated without causing a 
hardship on anyone and materially reduce 
expenses and at the same time speed up 
the completion of the clean-up schedule. 


Certain individuals and corporations have 
been making a practice of imposing on 
the City by clearing snow from service 
stations, parking lots and other business 
places and pushing it into the streets. This 
is sometimes done after the streets have 
been completely plowed. A traffic hazard 
is created which often is impossible to 
remove due to freezing. I do not feel that 
it is the responsibility of the City to take 
care of any snow removed from private 
property and whenever snow or ice is 
placed on the streets: by individuals or 
corporations court action should be insti- 
tuted to eliminate such practices. 


This department is ready and willing to 
do the best possible kind of snow removal 
job, but I feel that we need Council sup- 
port in the re-establishment of regulations 
and the extent of the program to be 
followed. With the addition of the annexed 
territory and its problems this seems like 
an ideal time to clarify the situation.

Miss Ray has given to me the following 
question: 


‘“‘Now that the voters in the territory 
known as the Everett School District 
are now City of Lansing voters I am 
interested in knowing whether the 
voters in that territory will be required 
to register with me or if the registra- 
tion cards in the hands of the Lansing 
Township Clerk will be turned over 
and I will be required to accept them.’’ 


Both Mr.. Sidwell and I have spent some 
time in reviewing the statutes pertaining 
to elections and have concluded that the 
residents of the annexed areas lost their 
registration as the electors of. the Town- 
ship upon annexation to the City of the 
area in which they resided and that they 
do not gain registration in the City at 
that time but must proceed to become 
registered electors as if never previously 
qualified as such. 


The statute provides for the transfer of 
registration at Section 19 of Act 291 of 
the Public Acts of 1945, being Section 6.86 
of the Stat. Ann. However, such section 
limits the transfer of such registrations to 
a new address only where the person has 
moved within the township, city or village 
in which previously registered. This section 
could not be considered to include persons 
whose residence have remained the same 
but was in. the area annexed to another 
ssa saath oe 


te is, Hiern our ‘conclusion that elec- 
tors’ who desire to become qualified as 
voters within all the area annexed should 
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register’ with the City Clerk, except for 
school elections. 


It is suggested that some publicity be 
given to this opinion in the hope that 
the records of registration will be com- 
plete for the next election. 


In view of the fact that there may be 
a special election before the primary of 
1950 it would seem advisable that such 
registration of these people should be en- 
couraged at an early date.

Sometime ago the Traffic Commission had 
before it a request that truck traffic be 
eliminated on Pennsylvania Avenue. At 
the present time, the ordinance permits 
heavy trucking on Pennsylvania Avenue 
from Saginaw Street south to the Grand 
Trunk Viaduct. 


With the new section of US-127 opened 
to traffic and signals having been installed 
.at the Hazel Street-US-127 intersection, 
I see no reason why all heavy trucking 
should not now be concentrated on US-127.

Prior to the time that the City annexed 
the Everett School District, the Michigan 
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State Highway Department had enforced 
a speed control zone on that portion of 
US-127 from Greenlawn Avenue to Jolly 
Road. This control, which was authorized 
by the State Highway Commissioner and 
the Commissioner of Public Safety, called — 
for a 30 Mile speed limit between Green- 
lawn Avenue and Hunter Blvd. and a 35 
Mile speed limit between Hunter Blvd. and 
Jolly Road which is the present south city 
limits. Existing at the same time was a 
parking control zone which prohibited 
parking on the pavement from a point 
158 ft. south of Greenlawn Avenue to Jolly 
Road. 


I have investigated both of the above 
controls in company with representatives 
from the Michigan State Police and the 
Michigan State Highway Department and 
am of the opinion that these controls should 
continue to remain effective, as originally 
planned, and further that we provide a 
35 Mile speed zone on that portion of 
US-127 between Kalamazoo Street and 
Elm Street. 


I recommend that the City Council ap- 
prove both Traffic Control Orders so that 
they may continue to remain effective due 
to the fact that these areas lie in the 
corporate limits of the City of Lansing.
